Caution By United States 
In Palestine Called For 
The world, eagerly or anxloiLsly, awaited Warreu 
Austin’s statem ent of American policy on Palestine 
before the United Nations Security Council on Tues­ 
day. 
W hat the world heard was not a policy but a 
deferment of policy. 
Last Nov ember President Truman took the initia­ 
tiv e In getting the UN Assembly to endorse partition 
Of Palestine between Jews and Arabs. 
Thus, he 
appeared to assume responsibility for enforcing the 
l^an against any opposition. 
Of course, Mr. Truman 
did not foresee the v iolent reaction of the Palestine 
Arabs, back ed by their Moslem brothers throughout 
the Middle Bast. 
He did not expect that our supply 
•f Middle Eastern oil would be shut off for home or 
Marshall Plan use. 
He did not anticipate the prob­ 
lem of admitting Russian troops and propagandists 
Into the turbulent Holy Land as part of an inter­ 
national police force. 
In recent week s there hav e been signs of sober 
■econd thought in Washington. 
The Truman cabinet 
Is reported sharply div ided ov er partition. 
One or 
more cabinet members are said to be ready to resign 
If the United States agrees to participate In an Inter­ 
national police force. 
Hence the frequent prediction 
that the U. S. would not tak e the initiativ e but would 
go along with any Council decision. 
That suspicion, in spite of some diplomatic double- 
talk , was confirmed by Austin’s statem ent before the 
Council: 
Wc still fav or partition but not the use of 
force to carry it out. 
We will consult about an 
Intemational police force to “k eep the peace” in 
Palestine—if the Council v otes for such a force. 
Meantime, v ery v aguely, we suggest another effort by 
the “Big Fiv e’ ’to work out a peaceful settlement be- 
tw’cen Jews and Arabs. 
In effect the United States 
has dumped the problem in the Council’s lap. 
This caution will be lamented by the Zionists and 
by aU Americans who feel that the future of the UN 
Is at stak e in Palestine. 
They believ e that, without 
American leaderehip, no decision will be made in the 
Council. 
This may well be true. 
But those who want 
the United States to tak e “positiv e leadership” and 
those who fear we will be embark ing on a dangerous 
military adv enture if we do must both reserv e 
Judgement. 
Our poUcy i s still unstated. 
W hat would it be if 
Stalin should propose tomorrow that Russian and 
U. S. troc ^ be ordered to police Palestine?

If Mr. Stas.sen*s campaigning ha.s 
brought him definite adv antage, one

Senator Taft, 
ill his home state. And in a num ­ 
ber of statem ents Mr. Stassen has 
seemed to hav e a spirit of chal­ 
lenge toward Gov ernor E>ewey.

Without Much Thought 
Given To World Problem 
By the k Jnd of poetic justice, some of the most 
damaging testimony against the architects of Ameri­ 
can foreign policy in the later wartime and early 
postwar years has come from officials of the Roose- 
reit Administration, Including cabinet members. The 
latest Item of choice information, long held secret, 
emerges from the ready pen of Henry L. 45timson, 
Secretary of War in the Roosev elt war cabinet. 
Writing in the Ladies Home Journal, Mr, Stimson 
« aid that the Morgenthau Plan for Germany would 
hav e stripped all industry from the Saar-Ruhl area, 
“thoroughly wreck ed” the mines and turned the 
entire region “into second-rate agricultural land.” 
That was, of course, the heart of the so-called 
Plan—to lev el one of the most productiv e industrial 
areas on earth, an area now univ ersally regarded as 
essential to the recov ery of Western Europe. 
This 
“Plan” was initialed by Roosev elt and Churchill at 
Quebec in September, 1944. 
But later, says Mr. 
Stimson, when he and Frank lin D. Roosev elt read 
ov er the exact wording of the agreement, “he (Roose­ 
v elt) was frank ly staggered and said he had no idea 
how he could hav e initialed tha t—that he had ev i­ 
dently done It without much thought. 
Ev idently. 
Perhaps, in a future article, Mr. 
Stimson will tell the American public Just how 
much thought went Into the approv al of the Yalta 
agreement.

The wise m other rearranges 
the house so tha t he can roam as 
he lik es. Knick -k nack s should be 
placed out of reach or hidden and 
only toys or unbreak able objects left 
w ithin reach. In this way he de­ 
v elops normally without a feeling 
of guilt or hostility toward 
his 
family and the world in general. 
Such training does not spoil the 
child; It is only a sign tha t motliers 
are using good Judgment and still 
hav e m atters under control. O ther 
routine procedures should be han­ 
dled In the same way and wiUioiiL 
much ado. Task s lik e putting on 
coats and hats and going to the 
bathroom should be accomplished 
without argum ent. At this stage, 
talk ing is only half as conv incing 
as setting a good example. Moreov er, 
threats are equally futile and may 
create morbid tendencies in the 
m ind of the youngster. 


Draft for Women? 
In their enthusiasm for conscription. Secretary 
of Defense Forrestal and Generals' Elsenhower and 
Bradley hav e all testified they think women should 
be drafted into the military serv ices in the ev ent of 
another war. 
Their phraseology left no doubt they meant it. 
It was not merely they felt women should “do their 
share.” 
Their unanimous conv iction is that women 
In imlform, under military authority and discipline, 
arc of great practical v alue in prosecuting a war. 
TTiey did not say whether they believ e women 
should be sent to any or all theaters of war outside 
the country. 
In the last war only the WACS of the Army went 
to distant theaters for work usually well behind the 
combat zones. 
The Nav y’s WAVES got only as far 
as the Hawaiian Islands. 
The great majority of 
serv ice women remained In the United States. 
In the field of communications—both land-line 
and radio—the WAVES and WACS were naturals. 
Coding, decoding, k eeping files of di.spatches, being 
careful and mentally alert—all seemed right down 
their alley. 
It is a feminine trait to hav e patience 
with detail work and to k eep it straight. 
Tliase 
girls were also able to assume re.sponsibility, to giv e 
as well as tak e orders. 
They were, of course, v olunteens. 
Perhaps in 
another war the country will be forced so far along 
the road to barbarism that it will hav e no alternativ e 
to conscripting w’omen. 
But only generals who are 
enthusiastically for conscription think so.

Frank B. Kellogg in the Chaco, 
Secretary M arshall has simply let 
the Palestinian problem drift. 
After months of delay, President 
Trum an ilnally sent two notes to 
tlie k ings of Baudl Arabia and Iraq. 
B ut the appeals lost their effectiv e­ 
ness on other Arabs because they 
were nev er made public. And when 
news of the President’s notes did 
leak out. General M arshall was so 
upset tha t he started an inv estiga­ 
tion to ascertain the source of the 
leak . 


Ho wev er, ev en witho ut using 
the Uni tel Natio ns—fro m which 
General Marshall seems to shy 
away —there still remain way s 
and meaii.s o f do cto ring Pales­ 
tine.

Here art* two possible remedies; 
Remedy No. J inv olv e.s King Ab­ 
dullah of TransJordania, the one 
Arab chieftain not av erse to the 
partition of Palestine. It also hap­ 
pens tha t Abdullah has the only 
efficient, fairly m odern army In the 
Arab countries, trained by the B rit­ 
ish, and quite capable of m aintain­ 
ing order. 
, W ith the div ision of Palestine it 
would be quite logical to giv e King 
Abdullah the Arab territory now 
under the British m andate which 
the 
United 
Nations has decreed 
.shall IxTome sepande and inde- 
pend-ent of the Jewish race. In re­ 
turn, Abdullali could be required 
to use his eiiicient arm y to m aintain 
Arab peace. 


In other words, we pay off the 
Arabs for their equity in Palestine 
by setting up a new Irrigated home­ 
land for them in the Tigris and 
Euphrates v alleys. 
The Oil ('o nipanies* Debt

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Caution By United States 
In Palestine Called For 
The world, eagerly or anxiously, awaited Warren 
Austin's statement of American policy on Palestine 
before the United Nations Security Council on Tues­ 
day. 
What the world heard was not a policy but a 
deferment of policy. 
Last November President Truman took the initia­ 
tive in getting the UN Assembly to endorse partition 
af Palestine between Jews and Arabs. 
Thus, he 
appeared to assume responsibility for enforcing the 
plan against any opposition. 
Of course, Mr. Truman 
did not foresee the violent reaction of the Palestine 
Arabs, backed by their Moslem brothers throughout 
the Middle East. 
He did not expect that our supply 
pf Middle Eastern oil would be shut off for home or 
Marshall Plan use. 
He did not anticipate the prob­ 
lem of admitting Russian troops and propagandists 
Into the turbulent Holy Land as part of an inter­ 
national police force. 
In recent weeks there have been signs of sober 
second thought in Washington. 
The Truman cabinet 
is reported sharply divided over partition. 
One or 
more cabinet members are said to be 
ready to resign 
lf the United States agrees to participate in an inter­ 
national police force. 
Hence the frequent prediction 
that the U. S. would not take the initiative but would 
go aiong with any Council decision. 
That suspicion, in spite of some diplomatic double­ 
talk. was confirmed by Austin’s statement before the 
Council: We still favor partition but not the use of 
force to carry it out. 
We will consult about an 
International police force to “keep the peace” in 
Palestine—if the Council votes for such a 
force. 
Meantime, very vaguely, we suggest another effort by 
the “Big Five’ ’to work out a peaceful settlement be­ 
tween Jews and Arabs. 
In effect the United States 
has dumped the problem in the Council’s lap. 
This caution will be lamented by the Zionists and 
by all Americans who feel that the future of the UN 
Is at stake in Palestine. 
They believe that, without 
American leadership, no decision will be made in the 
Council. 
This may well be true. 
But those who want 
the United States to take “positive leadership” and 
those who fear we will be embarking on a dangerous 
military adventure if we do must both reserve 
Judgement. 
Our policy is still unstated. 
What would it be if 
Stalin should propose tomorrow that Russian and 
U. S. troops be ordered to police Palestine?

AND SO THE CURTAIN FALLS AGAIN 
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itWithout Much 
Given To World Problem 
Bv the kind of poetic Justice, some of the most 
damaging testimony against the architects of Ameri­ 
can foreign policy in the later wartime and early 
postwar years has come from officials of the Roose­ 
velt Administration, including cabinet members. The 
latest item of choice information, long held secret, 
emerges from the ready pen of Henry L. Stimson, 
Secretary of War in the Roosevelt war cabinet. 
Writing in the Ladies Home Journal, Mr. Stimson 
said that the Morgenthau Plan for Germany would 
have stripped all industry from the Saar-Ruhl area, 
••thoroughly wrrecked” the mines and turned the 
entire region “into second-rate agricultural land.” 
That was. of course, the heart of the so-called 
Plan—to level one of the most productive industrial 
areas on earth, an area now universally regarded as 
essential to the recovery of Western Europe. 
This 
“Plan” was initialed by Roosevelt and Churchill at 
Quebec in September, 1944. 
But later, says Mr. 
Stimson, when he and Franklin D. Roosevelt read 
over the exact wording of the agreement, “he (Roose­ 
velt) was frankly staggered and said he had no idea 
how he could have initialed that—that he had evi­ 
dently done it without much thought. 
Evidently. 
Perhaps, in a future article, Mr. 
Stinson will tell the American public Just how 
much thought went into the approval of the Yalta 
agreement. 


Draft for Women? 
In their enthusiasm for conscription. Secretary 
of Defense Forrest*] and Generals Elsenhower and 
Bradley have all testified they think women should 
be drafted into the military services in the event of 
another war. 
Their phraseology left no doubt they meant it. 
It was not merely they felt women should “do their 
share ” 
Their unanimous conviction is that women 
In uniform, under military authority and discipline, 
are of great practical value in prosecuting a war. 
They did not say whether they believe women 
should be sent to any or all theaters of war outside 
the country. 
In the last war only the WACS of the Army went 
to distant theaters for work usually well behind the 
combat sones. 
The Navy’s WAVES got only as far 
as the Hawaiian Islands. 
The great majority of 
service women remained in the United States. 
In the field of communications—both land-line 
and radio—the WAVES and WACS were naturals. 
Coding, decoding, keeping files of dispatches, being 
careful and mentally alert—all seemed right down 
their alley. 
It Is a feminine trait to have patience 
with detail work and to keep it straight. 
Those 
girls were also able to assume responsibility, to give 
a; wen as take orders. 
They were, of course, volunteers. 
Perhaps in 
another war the country will be forced so far along 
the road to barbarism that it will have no alternative 
to conscripting women. 
But only generals who are 
enthusiastically for conscription think so. 


It is a wonder that accidents are 
not more numerous, but nature pro­ 
tects the child from danger by 
making him more dependent upon 
the mother. The tot’s bravery is 
more apparent than real because if 
she leaves the room or a stranger 
approaches, he often lets out a 
howl and rushes to her arms. Tile 
same occurs when the leaves of 
the trees rustle or the floors creak. 
Perhaps it is an instinct that de­ 
veloped long ago to keep little ones 
in towr so that they would not 
wander awiy and fall prey to wild 
animals and other hazards. 
This phase must not be overly 
encouraged as it may lead to timid­ 
ity with outsiders and even other 
children. Junffr should be taken out 
and allowed to mix with adults 
and playmates in order to obtain a 
taste of sociability. The longer de­ 
pendency is allowed to continue, 
the more difficult it will be to un­ 
fasten the grip on mother s apron- 
strings. Spoch even goes so I ar as 
to recommend playgrounds next 
door to shopping centeA for pre- 
schoolagers. The women can do 
their shopping while Johnny makes 
friends. The plan also affords the 
mothers an opportunity to chat 
with their neighbors and pick up 
or pass on a point or two. 


Most parents give their offspring 
too much credit for being able to 
reason, expecting him to accomplish 
things they think he should be able 
to do. 
When the small fry knocks over a 
vase he does not realize that it is 
wrong. Furthermore, he has no 
conception of the value of the dec­ 
oration and punishment will be of 
little help. At this age he Is in­ 
vestigating his environment and it 
would be unnatural lf he did not 
“get into everything.” These im­ 
pulses are no different from those 
that make him vrant to get mar­ 
ried 20 years later, when he falls 
In lose. The wise mother rearranges 
the house so that he can roam as 
he likes. Knick-knacks should be 
placed out of reach or hidden and 
only toys or unbreakable objects left 
within reach. In this way he de­ 
velops normally without a feeling 
of guilt or hostility toward hts 
family and the world in general. 
Such training does not spoil the 
child; It is only a sign that mothers 
are using good judgment and still 
have matters under control. Other 
routine procedures should be han­ 
dled in the same way and without 
much ado. Tasks like putting on 
coats and hats and going lo the 
bathroom should be accomplished 
without argument. At this stage, 
talking is only half as convincing 
as setting a good example. Moreover, 
threats are equally futile and may 
create morbid tendencies in the 
mind of the youngster.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 27—To some 
extent a diplomat is like a doctor. 
It’s his job to heal international 
wounds, and to heal them before 
they break out into high fever. A 
doctor who sits at his patient's bed­ 
side wringing his hands and doing 
nothing loses his practice. A diplo­ 
mat who does the same thing with 
international ilia sometimes gets 
promoted. 


Unfortunately when it comes 
to Palestine, Secretary of State 
Marshall has been wringing his 
hands and doing nothing. As a 
result gangrene has set in. 


Instead of calling a meeting of 
A rah-Jewish leaders as did Henry 
L. Stimson to head off Chinese- 
Ku.sslan quarrels; 
or instead of 
molding world public opinion by 
Issuing apjieals for peace as did 
FYank B. Kellogg in the Chaco, 
Secretary Marshall has simply let 
Hie Palestinian problem drift. 
After month* of delay, President 
Truman finally sent two notes to 
tile kings of BHUdi Arabia and Iraq. 
But the appeals lost their effective­ 
ness on other Arabs because they 
were never made public. And when 
news of tile President's notes did 
leak out. General Marshall was so 
upset that he started an investiga­ 
tion to ascertain the source of the 
leak. 


However, even without using 
the Unitel Nations—from which 
General Marshall seems to shy 
away—there still remain ways 
and means of doctoring Pales­ 
tine. 
Forthright leadership of 
the Henry L. Stimson-Charles 
Evans Hughes variety will be 
necessary. 
But the doctoring 
can be done. 


llrre are two possible remedies: 
Remedy No. I involves King Ab­ 
dullah of Transjordailia, the one 
Arab chieftain not averse to Hie 
partition of Palestine. It also hap­ 
pens that Abdullah has the only 
efficient, fairly modern army in the 
Arab countries, trained by the Brit­ 
ish. and quite capable of maintain­ 
ing order. 
, With the division of Palestine it 
would be quite logical to give King 
Abdullah the Arab territory now 
under the British mandate which 
the United Nations has decreed 
shall become separate and indr- 
lM*nd-enl of the Jewish race. In re­ 
turn, Abdullah could be required 
to use: his efficient army to maintain 
Arab peace. 


In other words, we pay off the 
Arabs for their equity m Palestine 
by setting up a new Irrigated home­ 
land for them in the Tigris and 
Euphrates valleys. 
The Oil Companies’ Debt 
And U. S. oil companies, which 
have been reaping golden dividends 
at the expense of the U. S. tax­ 
payer, could afford to pay off their 
debt to the taxpayers by subsidizing 
the new Arab project. 
What few people realize is that 
much of the baksheesh which has 
kept King lim Sand happy so far 
has come from the U. S. Treasury. 
In other words U. S. taxpayers ad­ 
vanced the money, while U. S. oil 
companies reaped tile profits. 
The U. S. taxpayers* subsidy to 
the oil companies takes three dif­ 
ferent forms: I, the cost of the 
American 
fleet 
which 
keeps 
a 
friendly eye on the Near East and 
without which the Arabian oil in­ 
vestment would be worth nothing; 
2, paying twice as much for Arab- 
ian-American oil than was neces­ 
sary; 3, cash advances to King Ibn 
Baud through tile RFC and the Ex- 
port-Import. Bank. 
Altogether, a total of $55,000,000 
has been advanced to Ibn Baud by 
the U. S. taxpayer in actual cash; 
$30,000,000 having been put up by 
the RPC during the war when Ibn 
Baud complained he wasn’t getting 
enough 
from oil 
royalties; 
and 
$25,000,000 having been put up by 
the Export-Import Bank so the king 
could build a railroad. 
At first the Export-Import Bank 
balked at paying for the king s rail­ 
road. A highway, argued the bank­ 
ers, was more practical. But the 
State Department demanded the 
railroad. Ibn Saud never had had 
a railroad and wanted to ride on 
one, argued tile State Department. 
He was tired of camels and cara­ 
vans.

Of Weakness, Not Strength

How To Deal With Arab* 
Handling Arab chieftains is some­ 
thing Ut which the British have 
long 
been adept. 
We 
ourselves 
haven’t done badly in recent years. 
Tile system is a combination of 
browbeat and baksheesh. All during 
World War I, Arab chieftains were 
kept in line by a constant stream of 
British silver. During World War 
II their baksheesh went under a 
different name—oil loyalties. 


Today, the kings of Arabia are 
just as dependent on us as we 
are on their oil—only more so. 
They 
don't 
want 
francs, 
or 
pounds, or even rubles in pay­ 
ment 
for 
oil—only 
dollars. 
Without 
dollars 
their 
desert 
monarchies would go up in dust. 


This leads to Palestine remedy 
No. 2. 
Some years ago Herbert Hoover 
proposed that the Tigris and Eu­ 
phrates valleys be developed by irri­ 
gation and water power, making 
them—as in the days of the Garden 
of Eden—one of the garden spots 
of the world. 


Hoover's proposal could now 
he carried out for the benefit of 
the Arabs and an a means of 
counterbalancing Arab claims iii 
Palestine. The projects eiuld be 
financed from the vast profits of 
the Ara blan-American Oil Com­ 
pany. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—’There 
are several ways of balking ut the 
Communist seizure of the govern­ 
ment of Czechoslovakia—but they 
all add up to a manifestation of 
Russia’s weakness r a t h e r than 
strength. 
Fear of the Marshall Plan, fear 
of America, fear of the growth of 
the western democracies in Europe 
and. particularly, a fear that at her 
back 
door 
the 
Czechoslovakian 
people might prove hostile undoubt­ 
edly led to tile decision at Moscow 
to move on Prague. 
Certainly the situation must have 
been desperate or else the ^soviets 
would not have been so palpably 
dictatorial and so crude iii their 
means of shutting out ail opposi­ 
tion and all democratic groups. 
The Russians have bitten off a 
big chunk of trouble. Gradually, as 
liberties are taken away, the "un­ 
dergrounds” start 
o r g a n i z i n g . 
Troops will have to be used to sub­ 
due the dynamic people of Czecho­ 
slovakia, who know how to fight 
for their freedom. Tills means more 
expense for Russia and more diffi­ 
culty in keeping the people inside 
Russia from knowing the truth. If 
theres friction in a neighboring 
country, sooner or later it gets 
across the border. 
Sign of W eaklier 
H ie rationalization of the Russian 
government is being imagined here. 
It is supposed that the Soviet rulers 
saw in Czechoslovakia a natural 
base for trading between the east 
and west under tile Marshall Plan. 
They felt that they had to get com­ 
plete control of the government and 
that a parliamentary regime was 
out of the question. In other worcl^, 


the decision was one of expediency 
rather than ideological conviction. 
Back of the setting up of a puppet 
government is tile knowledge that 
the police must be under Russian 
control. This is disclosed before all 
the world and whatever regard the 
Soviet rulers have had for world 
opinion has been deliberately for­ 
feited. This is what makes the move 
appear a sign of weakness. 
Certainly there can be no more 
argument about Russian preten­ 
sions of self-protection when vir­ 
tually the entire Balkan area* has 
been placed under Communist con­ 
trol. Plainly no country in Europe, 
least of all Germany, is in condi­ 
tion to attack Russia. 
The purpose then must have been 
to insure domination of neighboring 
states for economic reasons. The 
Russians must keep out all other 
trade from the Balkans they now 
control except that which they wish 
to allow for their own self-interest. 
In a sense, the seizure of Czecho­ 
slovakia is a part of the “cold war” 
between the East and West and 
hence the Russian realists doubtless 
consider that the end justifies the 
means. 
The Marshall Plan now has taken 
form—that is, the American Con­ 
gress Is about to pass a substantial 
appropriation. Russians know this. 
How’ then can they fight American 
dollars? Only by getting control of 
the financial and economic systems 
of as many countries in eastern 
Europe as possible.

Stsssen seems to get an especially 
favorable hearing from the younger 
generation of Republicans 
Favor 
for Staxsen, or willingness to accept 
him, or abating of former oppo­ 
sition to him, has come to many 
persons, including some orthodox 
Republican leaders, who have gone 
to Stassen meetings in Hie spirit 
of passing judgment on his avail­ 
ability. 
Stassrn Displays Spirit of Challenge

In other words, the whole his­ 
tory of Arabian oil shows that 
the Arabian-American Oil Com­ 
pany has received special priers, 
special protection and special 
subsidies. It has enjoyed a semi­ 
government status and as such 
could continue in a semi-gov­ 
ernment status to invest its ex­ 
orbitant profits In an irrigated 
Arab homeland for the Tigris 
and Euphrates valleys. 


Until the State Department works 
out some broadgauged, farsighted 
statesmanship of this kind instead 
of sitting on iLs hands, no peace will 
come to the Near Enst.
